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A breastfeeding garment is disclosed/ The garment has a front 
which is comprised of ~o pieces , a front section ( 1,31 and 32, 
and an overlay (21,41 and 42). The front section (1,31 and 32) 
has two openings (2 and 3) through which the breasts protrude. 
The overlay ( 21,41 and 42) is sewn onto the. front section 
(1,31 and32, at the top edges (4,5,6,35 and 3 6 ) , armholes (22,23. 
43 and 44), for a portion of . the side seams (24,25,45 and 46) 
and the centre fronts (30). on front opening garments. The overlay

provides no cover for the breast or the baby which leaves the 
15 baby subject to distraction; the baby also needs to be held 
in a high position during feeding -which can be uncomfortable 
and making the undoing of the buttons time consuming ^,nd fiddly.
